Nixon plans new hike 
in Sociei Security 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) — President Nixon plans to ask Congress for as much as 
$62.40 in additional Social Security taxes next year from American workers earn­ 
ing more than $7,800 a year, administration sources say. 
Nixon proposes to raise the taxable wage base ceiling from $7,800 to $9,000 ef- 
ective Jan.' 1, 1971. This would mean workers and their employers each would be 
subject to Social Security taxes on the first $9,000 in wages, rather than $7,800. 
TTie effect of the proposal, sources said, would help keep his forthcoming budget 
healthy by adding “ a couple of hundred million dollars” in federal revenues the 
first year. 
Should Congress approve, the maximum 
tax any worker would pay would be 
$468 —$62.40 higher than the present maximum $405.60 tax that would be in effect 
barring any higher wage base. 
These sources said only about one out of five workers earns more than $7,800 
and would be affected by the higher wage ceiling. 
Last year Nixon asked for a 10 per cent increase across the board in benefits. 
Congress voted a 15 per cent boost. At that time, Nixon asked for a $9,000 wage 
base — but not effective until Jan. 1, 1972, a year later than the reported new 
proposal. 
Any increase in Social Security revenues, besides helping Nixon’s budget on the 
revenue side, also would help the Social Security trust fund. The 15 per cent benefit 
boost voted by Congress came without higher taxes out of the surplus in the trust 
fund. The 15 per cent increase was effective Jan. 1, but will not be reflected until 
checks are mailed in April. 
City vehicle purcheses 
postponed by tie vote 


The Lompoc City Council last night 
put off awarding bids for the purchase 
of 
17 vehicles 
to give further study 
to low bids received from two Santa 
Barbara dealers. 
Although he said he favored award­ 
ing all low bids last night Mayor Rob­ 
ert MacClure caused a tie vote by 
voting against a motion to accept the 
bids. 
In view of the controversy, MacClure 
said he voted no so the matter could 
be tabled and brought up at a later 
date when an absent member of the 
council, Brooks Speight, would be able 
to attend. 
MacClure also said he want­ 
ed to look at the cars in question. 


Councilman Art Scott and several lo­ 
cal car dealers in the audience argued 
that the city would actually spend more 
money on vehicles purchased out of 
city because of the necessity of taking 
the cars out of town at frequent in­ 
tervals for warranty maintenance. 
Low bidder for six police cars and 
five compact cars was Santa Barbara 
Chrysler-Plymouth in Santa Barbara. 
Scott said because there is no Chrysler- 
Plymouth dealer in Lompoc the vehicles 
would have to be taken to Santa Bar­ 
bara for regular warranty maintenance 
and would eventually cost more than 
any savings on a low bid. 
MacClure and Councilman Richard Ja­ 
coby both stated the city had never 
before 
purchased veh icles outside of 
the city and consequently had no basis 
for, or “ experience,” in whether or 
not such a situation would cost more. 


Scott said he would consider him­ 
self a very poor businessman if he were 
to go ahead with a plan he knew would 
cost his business money “ just to get 
the experience.” 
The low bid for six police cars was 
$14,855.40. 
The next low bid was by 
Beattie Motors of Lompoc for $16 
877.60. 


The Santa Barbara dealer bid on five 
compact cars was $9,387. 
The next 
low bid was by Iversen Motors of San­ 
ta Maria for $9,967.18. 
The lowest 
bid from a Lompoc dealer. Sunset Chev­ 
rolet, was $9,969.75. 
Sunset Chevrolet had the low bids 
on three other vehicles, Beattie Motors 
had one low bid, Sangera Motors one, 
and Beard Motors of Santa Barbara 
also one low bid. 


In other matters the council approv­ 
ed a proposal to annex a small strip 
of property only 15 to 17 feet wide, 
lying just outside the present city lim­ 
its on the southern boundary of the 
Crestview area. The city already owns 
the property and is paying $3 a year 
taxes to the county, which would be 
eliminated by annexation. 
The mat­ 
ter will now go before the County Lo­ 
cal Agency Formation Commission. 
The council also presented certificates 
to James Brightwell for completion of 
a grade II maintenance course from 
the California Water Pollution Control 
Association, and to police Lieutenants 
Mel Ramos and Howard Reshoft for 
completion of the police middle manage­ 
ment course at Long Beach State Cok 
lege. 
Veto will stand 
on money bill. 
Scott predicts 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Senate Re­ 
publican 
Leader Hugh Scott predicted 
today that President Nixon’s expected 
veto of a $19.7 billion money bill for 
Labor, 
Health, 
and Education would 
stand up in Congress. 
The Senate approved the bill, 
74 to 
17, 
Tuesday but because of a challenge 
of a section concerning a $1.9 billion 
budget for the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity, 
final 
passage was delayed. 
A vote on the question of rules for OEO 
spending was set for this afternoon. 
Scott said 
120 to 130 
House Repu­ 
blicans were ready to back a veto. A 
pickup of “ 25 
anti-inflation 
Demo­ 
crats” would be enough to sustain it, 
he said. 
A two-thirds vote is needed to 
override a presidential veto. 
Even 
should the House — which 
would act first on an override move — 
fail to sustain the President, Scott said 
30 
Republicans in the Senate 
were 
ready to vote with Nixon and that they 
would need the votes of only four Demo­ 
crats. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield said he hoped the unanimous 
vote of Democrats in Tuesday’s 
vote 
would hold on a veto ballot.

Outmaneuvered 


JERUSALEM UPI — Israeli Foreign 
Minister Abba Elban said today he b&> 
lieves the United States has been out- 
maneuvered by the Soviet Union in re­ 
cent talks on the Middle East but that 
it is not too late for the United States 
to recover. 
“ After nearly a year of Big Four 
talks there has not been any positive 
movement,” he said. 
“ Surely the best 
thing now is to try another direction.” 


ViHage attack 


WASHINGTON UPI - The Army is 
investigating on both sides of the Pa­ 
cific a report accusing U.S. infantry­ 
men of using South Vietnamese village 
huts for target practice during an “ un­ 
provoked attack.” 
The village Involved was described 
as friendly and inoffensive. 
Rep.* Lionel van Deerlin Jr, D-Cailf., 
who received his first report-in Novem­ 
ber, said his informant was unable to 
estimate the damage or how many may 
have been killed. But he said he under­ 
stood there were civilian casualties, 
including men, women and children. 


Soviets praised 


LAGOS UPI — Nigeria welcomed its 
first postwar Soviet and American aid 
today and federal officials praised the 
Soviets as Nigeria’s “ best friend” in 
wartime. 
A team of 17 Soviet doctors was 
arriving this afternoon and Lagos of­ 
ficials said two ships, the African Moon 
and Ihe African Star, were expected 
in the capital by nightfall with the 
first shipment of relief supplies from 
the United States.

City okays agreement 
for proposed river park 


Aproval of an agreement between the 
city and state for services and ac­ 
quisition of land for a river park was 
one of eight resolutions the Lompoc 
City Council considered and approved 
during last night’s regular session at 
City Hall. 
There were nine resolutions in all 
on the agenda but one, to establish 
the position of assistant city administra­ 
tor. was 
tabled because of the at>- 
sence of one councilman. 
Other resolutions passed included one 
ascertaining and determining prevailing 
rate of wages to be paid for construc­ 
tion of municipal improvements, another 
asking the state to reevaluate multi­ 
county planning areas; one endorsing 
a Santa Barbara declaration of envi­ 
ronmental rights and declaring that Jan. 
28 be designated as Environmental Rights 
Day: another protesting the application 
of agriculture preserves by specific 
land 
owners within 
a mile of the city 
limits, two concerning the general mu­ 
nicipal election to be held April 14, 
and one commending newspaper report­ 
er Dick Anderson for more than 10 
years of covering city events and meet­ 
ings. 
The river park agreement with tlie 
state provides that the state will pur­ 
chase the park property, about 340 
acres, at the same time it acquires 
the right of way for the future Route 
1 freeway that will bypass Lompoc 
on the eastern edge of the city. 
City Administrator Gene Wählers re­ 
ported that the total cost of the prop­ 
erty will be about $150,000. 
The Fed. 
eral government will provide half of 
this, $75,000, through a Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) grant, the 
state will provide $51,000, and the city’s 
share will be $24,000. 
Councilmen Art Scott and Richard 
Jacoby appeared disturbed that the coun­ 
cil had not been notified when W'ahlers 
mentioned the cost of the project in- 
eluded an additional 15 acres that the 
council had not previously been aware 
of. 
The councilmen requested a report on 
the 15 acres, Including the reasons the 
council had not been informed of its 
existence before now. 


The resolution setting the prevail­ 
ing rate of wages near union scale 
was approved by a 3-1 vote. 
Jacoby 
voted against the resolution on tlie basis 
that the city could set lower rates and 
non-union construction workers could 
be used for city construction projects. 
Jacoby also voted against the reso- 
lution 
asking the state 
to reevaluate 


multi-county 
planning 
area boundary 
lines. 
He contended that one par­ 
ticular paragraph was incorrect in that 
it stated, “ Santa Barbara County en­ 
joys boundaries which lie along strong 
geographic features which separate it 
from neighboring counties.” 
Jacoby said a mountain range ac­ 
tually cuts the county in half and there 
are no real geographic features sepa­ 
rating the north county area from soutth 
ern San Luis Obispo County. 
The council unanimously approved a 
resolution objecting to specific agri­ 
culture preserves within a mile of the 
city limits, stating the action was mere­ 
ly to give the city an option for any 
possible future annexation. 
The official objection is not meant 
to deprive land owners of tax relief, 
although Scott said he personnally ol> 
jected to agriculture preserves because 
an unbalance of tax revenue would occur 
which projjerty owners in urban areas 
would have to mai-:e up with increased 
taxes. 
Nixon promises 
reverse action 
to aid housing

WASHINGTON (UPI)-President Nixon 
said today steps “ must and w ill” betak­ 
en to reverse what his top economic 
consultant admittedly described as a 
housing recession. 
Nixon himself, in a special statement, 
referred to 
the continuing downward 
trend in hornebuilding as a “ crisis 
situation” which he said was “ of grave 
concern to our national well being.” 


“ The decline in housing production 
must and will be stopped,” the Presi­ 
dent said. “ The private sector and all 
levels of government must take the 
steps necessary to assure tliat the na­ 
tion’s housing needs are more fully met 
now.” 
The chairman of Nixon’s economic 
council, Paul W. McCracken, conceded 
in response to questions from reporters 
that housing was in a recession - large­ 
ly, he said, l>ecause of inflation which 
made mortgages more expensive. 


Nixon expressed strong concern about 
the general effects of inflation in his 
statement, Issued on the eve of his 
State of the Union speech to Congress.

An Israeli punitive task force of 800 soldiers and 40 tanks and armored ve­ 
hicles backed by air and artillery struck into Jordan Tuesday night and battled 
Jordanian, Saudi Arabian and guerrilla forces for 23 hours before returning to 
Israel. 
An Israeli spokesman in Tel Aviv said the war’s longest operation since the 
1967 War ended at 6;05 p.m. (11:05 a.m. EST) when the last men withdrew into 
Israel without suffering a casualty. 
Israel said its forces killed five Arab 
guerrillas in an attack mounted as re­ 
prisal for repeated shelling of Israel’s 
only potash plant south of the Dead Sea 
and said it lost no men or equipment. 
The guerrillas said they lost six dead 
and four wounded and caused “ heavy” 
Israeli losses. 
Jordan announced that one civilian 
had been killed in an Israeli air strike 
during the battle in the Safi and Feifa 
areas just below the Dead Sea and 
in the desert wilderness where the Bible 
says Esau wandered after losing his 
birthright. 
An Israeli spokesman called the op­ 
eration a “ combing” action apparently 
aimed at seeking out Arab guerrillas in 
the area where Saudi Arabia has large 
forces brought in during the 1967 War. 
The Al-Assifa, military arm of Al- 
Fatch, has a series of guerrilla bases 
there. 
The Jordanian cabinet met in emer­ 
gency session and King Hussein spent 
all night and today at military heatl- 
quarters in Amman assessing reports 
from the battle area. The Amman govern­ 
ment instructed its U.N. ambassador to 
protest to the Security Council. 
Foreign Minister Alidel Moneim Ri- 
fay said he had met with the ambassa­ 
dors of several Arab nations and asked 
them to notify their governments im­ 
mediately of the situation. 
The A1 Fatah account of the fighting 
said the Assifa men fought “ face to 
face” with the Israeli troops and used 
106 millimeter artillery to destroy two 
Israeli tanks. The guerrillas said they 
stopped the attack with rockets and oth­ 
er weapons but that Israel began firing 
howitzers from across the border and 
brought in reinforcements. 
In a series of other Middle East de­ 
velopments: 
—Baghdad Radio refiorted the firing 
squad execution of five military offi­ 
cers who tried to overthrow the left 
wing government of l're.sident Ahmed 
Hassan Al-Rakr. 
—Jordanian Foreign Minister Al)d* l 
Moneim Rifai, in an interview Tuesday 
over Cairo television, said Israel’s re­ 
cent escalation of attacks against the 
Arab nations was aimed at disrupting 
the Big Four Mideast jieace talks in 
New York. 
-Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Flian 
told UPI in an interview the United 
States has been out - maneuvered l>y the 
Soviet Union in the Big Four talks and 
suggested some other method lie used. 
-A bomb hidden in a rnailtiox exjilod- 
ed in Beirut and blew a liole In the wall 
of a hospital Tuesday night. It was the 
fourth explosion in the past three days 
in Lebanese Moslem and Jewish nelgli- 
borhoods.

B, Clark, a neurologist 
from the University of Kentucky medical 
center, testified there appears to be a 
relationship twtween “ the p ill” and tlie 
onset of a stroke-like syrxlrome.

rather than veins and do not 
require existence of arterial disease. 
Clark said a rough estimate of death 
from these 
strokes is 15 per cent but

amount could be doubled to $33 
million and used for junior 
college 
construction 
if the 
Legislature gave it the "strong 
and speedy bipartisan support 
it deserves.’’* 
Assemblyman Earle P. Cran­ 
dall, R-San Jose, has already 
introduced the allocation mea­ 
sure. He said he suggested it to 
the state finance department to 
give money to "those districts 
experiencing the most rapid 
growth’’ and who are eligible to 
receive state aid but no money 
was available. 
A spokesman for Reagan said 
the list of districts was supplied 
to 
the 
governor 
by 
the 
allocations board based on need 
of local schools. 
However, 
two 
Democratic 
leaders in the Legislature gave 
the proposal a cool reception. 
Assembly Democratic caucus 
chairman George Zenovich of 
Fresno said he would rather 
have the money allocated to 
hard-pressed urban school dis­ 
tricts "unless the experts can 
convince me that these (dis­ 
tricts) are a top priority.’’ 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader 
George Moscone of San Fran­ 
cisco said spending the money 
for school construction is "very 
low on the list of priorities. I 
think we ought to be putting the 
money into the schools but not 
on facilities.’’

55 Allied 
targets hit 
by Cong

SAIGON

and North Vietnamese troops 
shelled 55 Allied targets during 
the night, their heaviest round 
of m ortar and rocket attacks in 
six weeks, m ilitary spokesmen 
said today. 
Two Americans were killed 
and 23 wounded in the barrages 
into such major U.S. bases as 
the Bien Hoa-Long Binh Air 
Force and Army complex 15 
miles north of Saigon. 
The salvos, following intel­ 
ligence reports the guerrillas 
are gathering forces for an 
offensive, 
coincided 
with 
a 
terro rist bombing in Saigon and 
seven new B52 strikes along the 
Cambodian frontier. 
A terro rist bomb Tuesday 
night shattered Saigon’s second 
biggest theater, next door to an 
American servicemens, billet, 
But no one was hurt because of 
the nightly 
curfew 
that 
had 
already cleared the streets. 
The theater was all but razed 
in 
what 
military 
sources 
described as the most destruc­ 
tive bombing in the capital in 
five months. The 58servicemen 
in the Dai Nam enlisted men’s 
quarters 
were 
rocked from 
their bunks but uninjured. 
The Communist artillerym en 
concentrated their shelling at­ 
tacks against Allied outposts 
just below the Demilitarized 
Zone and on approach routes 
toward Saigon from Cambodia.

Humphrey, 
in poor health 
since a stroke last August, died 
in University Hospital. He was

Humphrey 
never 
had met 
Eisenhower 
until 
the

President-elect invited him to 
be secretary of the Treasury in 
1952. But he quickly became 
one of the President’s closest 
advisers. 
He 
retained 
the 
adviser’s role after he left the 
Cabinet in 1957. 
The strong and aggressively 
expressed convictions of Hum­ 
phrey were believed to be a 
powerful influence on Eisen­ 
hower’s forceful stance against 
inflation in the last years of his 
presidency. 
Humphrey had a meteoric 
career in business. Under his 
leadership, the M. A. Hanna Co. 
of Cleveland 
was converted 
from an unwieldy money loser 
to an immensely profitable iron 
ore,

Hickel turns 
drilling halt 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-4nter- 
ior Secretary Walter J. Hickel 
has turned down a request by a 
group of Californians to sus­ 
pend oil drilling in the Santa 
Barbara Channel for two weeks 
to see if it would affect a 
persistent oil leak in the ocean 
floor. 
Dr. William Pecora, director 
of the U.S. Geological Survey, 
later told newsmen the request 
was "very foolish" because he 
was convinced that if drilling 
were suspended there would be 
a "sw ish of seepage" much 
greater 
than 
the 
present 
leakage of 10 barrels daily. 
But Hickel suggested to the 
group the possibility of extend­ 
ing a marine sanctuary all the 
way 
across 
the 
channel to 
Santa Cruz Island on a 16-mile- 
wide swath. No offshore oil 
operations would be permitted 
in this sanctuary. 
Phillip Berry, president of the 
Sierra Club, a national conser­ 
vation group, disagreed with 
the Interior Department’s con­ 
tention that drilling and pump­ 
ing should continue in the oil 
leak area in order to lessen 
pressure in the underground 
structure. He quoted Interior 
officials as saying it would take 
20 to 25 years to accomplish 
this. 
He and Mrs. Lois Sidenberg, 
president of a Santa Barbara 
citizens group called Get Oil 
Out, Inc., (GOO) told Hickel

LOS ANGELES 
(UPI)-The 
Pasadena School District, which 
serves the second largest Negro 
community in Southern Califor­ 
nia, was orderd Tuesday to de­ 
segregate classes at all levels, 
by September. 
U. S. District Court Ju.'^e 
Manuel Real also directed the 
district to submit a plan for 
implementation by Feb. 16 in 
his sweeping order believed to 
be one of the first of its kind in 
the West. 


The judge said it was an 
“ understament” that there is 
racial imbalance in the Pasade­ 
na schools. He said evidence is 
abundant that school district 
policies have failed to correct 
the situation. 
In his unusual oral order 
after an eight-day, non-jury 
trial brought by the families of 
three high school students and 
joined by the 
U.S. 
Justice 
Department, the judge said the 
realignment must result in no 
school 
having a majority of 
black students. 


The 
order-which 
affects 
elementary, 
junior high and 
high schools—must also involve 
teacher assignments, hiring and 
promotional 
practices and 
school construction, Real said. 
Pasadena, 
once a wealthy 
winter resort area on the edge 
of Los Angeles, which has the 
largest Negro community in 
Southern California, is split 
sharply into white and black 
residential sections. The basic 
policy of the district has been 
to assign children to schools in 
their neighborhoods. 


“ Where 
Negroes 
have to 
attend majority Negro schools, 
they are being educationally 
deprived,” the judge said. 
There 
are 
approximately 
30,000 minority group students 
in Pasadena. 


Real 
said that 
unless 
a 
community is dedicated to the 
proposition 
that 
the 
U.S. 
Supreme Court decision is the 
law of the land and that it 
applies 
to 
all 
systems of 
education, a minority of the 
community may become segre­ 
gated in its own schools. 
He 
said 
the 
concepts of 
“ neighborhood 
schools” and 
“ forced crosstown bussing” do 
not 
have 
any 
constitutional 
proportions. But, he added, if 
the concepts result in racial 
imbalance they take on consti­ 
tutional proportions. 


The three families, both black 
and white, filed the suit in 
August, 1967 and the govern­ 
ment moved to intervene in 
November, 1968. 
The ' district 
attempted to 
submit a plan for desegregation 
which would settle the suit out 
of 
court, 
but 
the 
Justice 
Department rejected it. 


Dry bean growers meet 
for market order plan 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) -The 
Federal 
Reserve Board has 
increased the interest ceiling 
commercial banks may pay on 
passbook savings accounts from 
4 to 4.5 per cent. The maximum 
for big depositors went up to 
7.5 per cent. 
It was the first such raise in 
six years on passbook accounts. 
The 
Federal Home 
Loan 
Bank Board, which has authori­ 
ty 
over 
savings 
and 
loan 
associations and other banks, 
was expected to announce a 
similar 
increase 
for 
those 
institutions. 
The 
passbook interest 
in­ 
crease is the first since Nov. 
24, 1964. Rep. Wright Patman, 
D-Tex., a persistent foe of high 
interest rates, said the action 
was a ‘‘blatant disregard for 
the economic well being of the 
nation ’ 
Patman said the move would 
force all interest rates up, 
thereby costing the government 
more to borrow money. This, 
he said, would lead to more 
federal 
deficits 
and 
more 
inflation. 
The board did not change the 
5 per cent interest ceiling on 
deposits requiring at least 90- 
day notice for withdrawal but it 
authorized rates of 5.5 percent 
for 
one-year cerfiticate ac­ 
counts and 5.75 per cent for 
iwo-year certificate accounts. 
These were the first interest 
ceilings 
above 
5 per 
cent 
authorized for accounts of less 
than $100,0Q0. 
The board boosted the highest 
bank 
interest rate—paid on 
deposits of $100,000 left for one 
year or more—from 6.25 to 7.5 
per cent. 
Also increased were rates on 
$100,000 
minimum 
accounts 
held for less than one year: SO­ 
SO days, 5.5 to6.26 per cent, 60- 
89 days, 5.75 to 6.5 per cent, 90- 
179 days, 6 to 6.75 per cent; 180 


days —one year 6.26 to 7 per 
cent.

Almost 300 northern San Joa­ 
quin Valley growers and hand­ 
lers 
of dry edible beans met 
with proponents of a new Cali­ 
fornia Dry Bean Research and 
Marketing Program at a series 
of meetings held last week in 
Stockton, Tracy, and Patterson. 


The meetings were sponsor­ 
ed by the Committee for the 
Improvement of the California 
Dry Bean Industry, a volunteer 
organization formed to estab­ 
lish a self-help marketing or­ 
der program covering all va­ 
rieties of dry beans grown in 
California. According to Stew­ 
art Cox of Westley, co-chair­ 
man of the Committee, the meet­ 
ings were part of a state-wide 
schedule of more than a dozen 
such gatherings being held to 
inform members of the dry 
bean industry on how the new 
program would work, and to 
solicit suggestions on how the 
marketing order can be made 
most effective 
in improving 
bean returns in each region. 
A week earlier, meetings were 
held throughout the Sacramento 
Valley and this week meetings 
are being held in coastal bean- 
growing areas from Salinas to 
San Diego. 
Any bean grower 
who may not have received 
written notices of the meet­ 
ing in his area can obtain the 


date and location by phoning 
his local farm advisor. 
The program at the meet­ 
ing was conducted by Cox who 
reviewed the highlights of the 
proposed order and answered 
questions from the audience on 
how the program would bene­ 
fit product improvement re­ 
search, and cultural research 
who discussed the problems the 
industry faces in marketing dry 
beans 
in the modern, highly 
competitive market, and ways 
in which properly financed and 
directed 
research can help 
growers produce better beans 
at lower cost and help pro­ 
cessors turn them into the type 
of nutritive, convenience foods 
now in demand by homemakers. 
Those who spoke were Louis 
Rockland, Head, Product and 
Process Development Investi­ 
gations, USDA Fruit and Veg­ 
etable Chemistry Laboratory, 
Pasadena; 
Gordon 
Monfort, 
Management Consultant in Mar­ 
keting; Richard Gassman, Econ­ 
omist, Bureau of Marketing, 
State 
Department 
of Agri­ 
culture, and Pat Kincade, Chico 
warehouseman and committee 
co-chairman, who spoke on the 
background of events during 
the past two years which led to 
the unification of the industry, 
around a proposal to establish 
the state marketing program. 


Minier requests 
boil law changes 


District Attorney David Mi­ 
nier has requested State Sena­ 
tor Robert Lagomarsino and As­ 
semblyman Don MacGillivray 
to introduce legislation aimed 
at reforming California’s crim­ 
inal bail laws. 


In a letter mailed yesterday, 
Minier told the legislators that 
there is an obvious deficiency 
in the present law, because 
an arrested person must be 
allowed bail, no matter how 
dangerous or irrational he may 
be. The letter made reference 
to the January 3 slaying of Rob­ 
ert 
Sinclair in his Montecito 
home by Billie McCoy Hunter, 
which occurred the day after 
Hunter was released on bail 
from the Santa Barbara County 
jail. 


Under present California law, 
Minier said, persons arrested 
for all but capital crimes are 
entitled to bail as a matter 
of right. 
Citing an example, 
the district attorney said that 
a man who shoots his wife 
must be released on bail as 
long as his wife is alive, even 
if he states that upon his re­ 
lease he intends to shoot her 
again. 
Only after the wife 
is dead, and the husband is 
charged with murder, can he be 
held without bail, Minier said. 


Cai Poly faculty polled 
on seven-school plans 


Faculty members at Califor­ 
nia State Polytechnic College 
have been invited to express 
opinions on a proposal to re­ 
organize the college’s present 
five academic 
schools 
into 
seven new academic schools. 
President 
Robert 
E. Ken­ 
nedy last week distributed to all 
department heads and faculty 
members of the college a pro­ 
posal 
containing 
tentative 
school 
designations and de­ 
partmental groupings. 
The proposal 
has been stu­ 
died by an ad hoc committee 
of Cal Poly’s Academic Sen­ 
ate. Dr. Kennedy asked the com­ 
mittee to hold its recommen­ 
dation to the Academic Senate 
in abeyance until all faculty 
members have had an opportun­ 
ity 
to study the materials and 
have an input on the recommen­ 
dation through their academic 
departments. 
Student involvement 
in the 
consultative process at the de­ 
partment level was also urged 
by the president, who also made 
copies of the proposal availa­ 
ble to officers of the college’s 
Associated Students, Inc. 
Under the proposal Cal Poly 
would be restructured into sev­ 
en academic 
schools in time 
for the appointment of two new 
school deans, based upon con­ 
sultative procedures, to begin 


their duties as early as Sept. 
1, 1970. 
Dr. Kennedy said he hoped the 
consultative process would re­ 
sult in recommendations 
by 
Feb. 15 In order to reach a de­ 
cision which would enable the 
college to reflect any new struc­ 
ture 
in the 1970-71 
catalog, 
which has a deadline of Apr. 1, 
1970. 
The Cal Poly president pro­ 
vided 
faculty members with 
projections 
for existing and 
proposed schools as of Fall, 
1972, and Fall, 1977. The lat­ 
ter projections provide for a 
college enrollment 
of 19,375, 
or a full-time equivalent (FTE) 
student body of 18,000. 
Dr. Kennedy noted that nei­ 
ther the college nor the state 
college system has taken any 
action to raise Cal Poly’s pres­ 
ent ceiling from 12,000 FTE, 
but said the proposal’s use of 
the 18,000 figure Is based upon 
a suggestion from the Califor­ 
nia 
Coordinating Council for 
Higher Education that the col­ 
lege increase 
its capacity to 
that figure at some future date. 
He said the projections to 
1977 
were provided in order 
to demonstrate the relative siz­ 
es and enrollments of the seven 
academic 
schools, 
both 
in 
terms of present ceilings and 
of eventual growth#

The 1st Division, known as 
the “ Big Red One” from its 
distinctive shoulder 
patch, is 
scheduled 
to 
pull 
out 
of 
Vietnam 
by April 15 under 
President 
Nixon’s Phase III 
troop withdrawal. 
It has been operating in an 
area 
of 
about 1,620 square 
miles north of Saigon which 
straddles 
three 
infiltration 
routes leading from the Cambo­ 
dian border toward the capital. 
The 5th Division is covering 
roughly the same area. 


Sections of the 1st Division 
operational area have, in effect, 
already been turned over to the 
sole 
responsibility 
of 
the 
Vietnamese except for combat 
support such as artillery and 
helicopters, according to m ili­ 
tary sources. 
In 
other 
areas 
the 
two 
divisions are conducting com­ 
bined operations with mixed 
units of Americans and Vietna­ 
mese, 
with 
American 
and 
Vietnamese artillery firing in­ 
terchangeably in support of the 
units, the sources said. 


No announcements have been 
made for operational plans in 
the area once the 1st Division 
leaves, but U.S. advisers with 
the 5th ARVN said they have 
been led to believe the unit will 
have sole responsibility for the 
area. 
No plans have been made for 
other U.S. units to step into the 
role in combined operations 
now being filled by the Big Red 
One, the advisers said. 


The advisers and 1st Division 
officers 
familiar 
with 
the 
combined operations said the 
5th ARVN has shown improve­ 
ment in recent months. They 
shied away from committing 
themselves on whether it would 
be able to control the area 
effectively should the Commu­ 
nists step up their present low 
level of activity, however. 
The advisers said that since 
working with American units, 
the Vietnamese have improved 
their tactics, moving further 
away 
from 
their 
bases 
on 
operations and staying out for 
longer periods of up to four to 
five days. 
Official 
sources 
said that 
discussions had been started 
with the Vietnamese about the 
disposition of the 1st Division’s 
sprawling headquarters com­ 
plex at Lai Khe, 30 miles north 
of Saigon. No decisions have 
been reached, the sources said. 
Lai Khe is one of more than 
30 major installations slated for 
eventual 
turnover 
to 
the 
Vietnamese along with some 70 
or more smaller bases. 
While no final decisions have 
been made, U.S. advisers at the 
5th ARVN said the suggestion 
has been made that the unit 
take over Lai Khe, raising the 
prospect of tying down large 
numbers of troops securing its 
huge perimeter. 
Such arrangements have so 
far 
proven 
unpopular 
with 
Vietnamese field commanders, 
who would rather remain in 
their present headquarters than 
accept a U.S. base with the 
security 
headaches it would 
bring. 
One prime example of this is 
the former 9th U.S. Infantry 
Division base camp at Dong 
Tam 
in 
the 
Mekong 
River 
Delta, vacated last summer. 
The camp has fallen largely 
into disuse, leading to charges 
of mismanagement. 
Official 
sources 
said 
the 
Vietnamese command has ta­ 
ken the position it will take 
over 
and 
secure 
any 
base 
vacated by the Americans with 
an eye toward dismantling any 
facilities 
not 
needed and 
rebuilding 
t h e m elsewhere 
where they can be used. 
The lources said the policy 
could 
well mean that some 
local 
commanders would be 
forced to take over facilities 
they 
did 
not 
want 
if the 
Vietnamese command felt it 
had an eventual use for them 
somewhere. 
The sources also acknow­ 
ledged that this could create a 
situation where South Vietna­ 
mese units would have bases on 
their hands which would be too 
big for them to handle. “ There 
may well be occasions where 
they’re not going to be able to 
secure the area completely,” 
said the sources.

You, your wife, your de­ 
pendent children and your 
dependent parents are each 
worth a $600 exemption on 
your income tax return. 


If you or your wife cele­ 
brated your 65th birthday by 
Jan. 1, 1970, you are en­ 
titled to an additional $600 
exemption. If you are filing 
a joint return and if each 
of you was 65 or older by 
the first day of this year you 
may claim four exemption 
credits. 
An »additional $600 
exemption may be claimed 
by a wife or a husband who 
is blind. (The additional ex­ 
emption for age or blind­ 
ness, though, does not apply 
to your dependents.) 
In general, five conditions 
must be met before a de­ 
pendency 
credit 
may 
be 
claimed: 
One. The taxpayer 
must 
have furnished more than 
one-half of the total support 
for the year. 
Two. The person support­ 
ed must be one of the tax­ 
payer’s relatives or a mem­ 
ber of the taxpayer’s house­ 
hold 
Three. T h e 
dependent’s 
gross income must be less 
than $600 
This gross in­ 
come test does not apply to 
your children who are full­ 
time students or who are un­ 
der 19. 
Four. The dependent must 
be a United States citizen, or 
a 
resident of 
the 
United 
States, Canada, Mexico, the 
Canal Zone or the Republic 
of Panama. 
Five. If married, the de­ 
pendent must not have filed 
a joint return with his wile 
or her husband. 
'Some typical questions and 
answers will help illustrate 
some e o m m o n problems 
which arise over these rules. 


Exemption Rate Remains $600 


$1,200 last year 
from 
an 
after-school a n d summer­ 
time job. How much must 1 
have contributed toward his 
support before claiming him 
as a dependent? 
A: The amount that you 
would have to more than 
match is not his earnings, 
but the amount spent in his 
own support If he saved $400 


of 
his 
$1,200 
income, 
he 
would have spent $800 in his 
own support. 
That is the 
key amount you must more 
than offset with your own 
contributions. 
Q: My mother, who had a 
total of $700 from taxable 
dividends and bank interest, 
lives in our home. We spent 
$1,200 in her b e h a l f last 


year, including her medical 
expenses. May we claim her 
as a dependent? 
A: No, the gross income 
test rules out a dependency 
claim. Since you did furnish 
more than half of her sup­ 
port, however, you can list 
her medical expenses paid 
by you as a possible medical 
deduction. Include them with 


your own medical expenses. 
Q: My daughter, 21. was 
in college last year. She had 
no income and my wife and 
I paid all her expenses, in­ 
cluding 
tuition. 
She 
was 
m a r r i e d at Thanksgiving 
time. May we list her as a 
dependent? 
A : You may, if she does 
not file a joint return with 


her husband or is not listed 
as an exemption on his sep­ 
arate return. 
i Q: My wife died last June. 
She would have been 65 in 
September. May I claim two 
exemptions for her on my 
return? 
A: Just one; she was not 
65 at the tim e of death. The 
status at the tim e of death 


is the controlling factor.

network prices any more than 
you have to, and you have the 
means and peoples to devise an 
alternative. What do you do? 


Well, you might do what one 
large manufacturer of house­ 
hold products did. Through its 
agency, the company came up 
with a syndicated game show, 
and 
here 
are some of the 
financial results: 


The 
show 
is 
placed 
on 
numerous (up to 40) local, off- 
network stations, most of them 
in 
key 
urban 
areas, which 
means that -with the current 
population flow -it can be seen 
by most people in the nation, 
duplicating the availability of 
nost top network outlets. 


In one very big city, a one- 
minute commercial on an off- 
network 
station 
costs 
the 
sponsor only $50. The total cost 
of the sponsor for advertising 
this way on the show around 
the country each week is about 
$30,000. This means it can offer 
its products for that amount on 
five half-hour shows each week 
in all those markets. 


“ Or,” said a representative 
of the agency, “ we could spend 
the same $30,000 for maybe a 
minute commercial on a big 
network show. Which way do 
you think is the best bargain 
we’re 
very 
happy 
with the 
results 
so 
far. 
since 
uie 
criterion of advertising success 
on television is the cost-per- 
thousand viewers, we don’t see 
how we can do much better.”

In pure water they never 
failed to avoid it. 
Four minerals,arsenic,lead, 
mercury and selenium, were 
added to their environmental

mental pollution less than these 
lethal amounts. 
The closer pollution levels 
came to the deadly, the less

Mercury was the most potent 
pollutant. It impaired goldfish 
mentality when there was only 
0.003 part of it for each million 
parts of water in the fish tanks. 
Miss Weir and Hine were

system, directly in gold-1 
fish and by extension in people. 
The British scientists measur­ 
ed them directly in people.

diamond in dummy. Let’s 
look 
at 
George 
Gooden’s 
teaching technique. 
He starts by explaining 
why the South hand should 
be opened one heart. It has 
17 high-card points but you 
should never open no-trump 
with a singleton. For suit 
purposes 
it 
is 
worth 
19 
points because of the two 
distributional points for a 
singleton. It is a good hand 
but too weak to open with 
two. You open one heart be­ 
cause 
with 
two 
biddable 
suits of unequal length you 
should open the longer one. 
The North hand is worth 
eight points in support of 
hearts and with adequate 
trump support is a proper 
r a i s e to two. South has 
enough to go right to game. 
Remember, 26 points is the 
normal requirement for a 10- 
trick suit game. 
South looks over dummy 
and counts five trump tricks, 
one diamond trick and three 
or four club tricks depending 


on whether or not the club 
suit will break 3-2. 
Can he get an extra trick 
in the trump suit? He can 
ruff some spades in his own 
hand but this isn’t going to 
give him any extra tricks 
since he will be ruffing with 
a normal trump trick. On the 
other hand, if he can ruff 
some card in dummy he will 
be collecting a sixth trump 
trick and he can ruff a dia­ 
mond there provided he does 
not pull trumps. 
Hence South wins the first 
heart in dummy; plays ace 
and another diamond and 
ruffs his last diamond in 
dummy the next time he 
gains the lead.

Ocean fishing last week s ta rt­ 
ed off with a real bang. 
The week was heralded with a 
run of steelhead and larger 
perch. Bill Hoover, of Santa 
M aria, hooked and landed a sev­ 
en and a half pound steelhead 
in the surf off Arroyo Grande 
Creek, a fish which was 26 
inches long. Several sm aller 
ones were also landed. 
But with the w eather begin­ 
ning to act up by Wednesday, 
surf fishing was alm ost impos­ 
sible. Thus, what might have 
been the sta rt of a good run 
on steelhead came to a quick 
end. 
Perch w ere also much inev i- 
dence although they were not 
running any too large. Reports 
from the Mussle Rock area indi­ 
cate the b arred perch are run­ 
ning up to two pounds each. 
We investigated a new road 
to the beach, a continuation of 
Main Street in Santa Maria that 
runs past the Guadalupe ceme­ 
tery and parallels the Santa Ma­ 
ria River. 
It is a good road 
through the sand dunes and ends 
up at a very promising looking 
beach that shelves off rapidly 
into deep w ater with good sand 
b ars within casting distance. 
One good point is that although 
the surf could be dangerous, lit­ 
tle wading is required. A good 
long cast will take the bait 
out to where the perch ought to 
be. Unfortunately, our investi­ 
gation was 
during the rough 
weather. We did see afew p en h 
taken that would run up to a one 
and one half pounds each. We 
did not fish the area as it was 
only an exploratory trip; the 
wind was bad and, in fact, e v e r y ­ 
thing was against good surf fish­ 
ing. There is no doubt that the 
opening of this beach will pro­ 
vide us with one of the finest 
fishing beaches in the area. 
A park is projected for the fu­ 
ture, which will add consider­ 
ably to the ang lers’ comfort in 
this wind - swept location. We 
understand that in the old »lays 
halibut fishing at the mouth of 
the Santa M aria River was ex­ 
cellent and good duck hunting 
was also found there. All m all, 
it looks like an excellent addi­ 
tion to local recreational areas. 
Fresh w ater fishing has lit­ 
tle to report Most trout fisher­ 
men are busy getting their gear 
in shape for the March 1 open­ 
e r at Lopez Lake. 
Cachuma received a DFG plant 
while those who braved the ele­ 
m ents at M argarita Lake were 
rewarded 
with 
some 
nice 
strings of bass, mostly taken in 
deep w ater on lead head jigs. 
Until Lopez Lake is opened 
for trout fishing in Mar« h, we 
would recommend C asitas I^ke 
in Ventura County for those who 
can’t wait for the Lopez open­ 
e r. A group of anglers traveled 
down there last week anfi report­ 
ed trout fishing is really hot 
with average size around half a 
pound. The lake lias full facili- 
ties for camping and trailo rs 
and is not hajd fb find. Just 


turn off to the left the other 
side of Santa B arbara. It is 
m arked by roadside signs. It is 
m iles from Highway 101. 


HUNTING 
Here again, there is little to 
report. All that is left is a few 
days for black brant, with Mor- 
ro Bay being about the only loc­ 
al spot where the birds can be 
found. B irds are moving in with 
the bad w eather but are very 
scary. The first few shots send 
the birds out to sea. Too many 
high fliers with a shotgun tend 
to spoil the sport for the dedi­ 
cated brant hunter. 
The DFG has also announced 
that the experim ental 
"self- 
validation” system for big game 
tags has been scrapped after a 
three 
- year tria l. Hunters 
will once again be required to 
return to the form er system of 
having tags validated by speci­ 
fied officers. 
Under the "self - validation” 
system , each successful hunter 
was allowed to countersign his 
own tag and required to for­ 
ward the "rep o rt c a rd ” sec­

purposes. 7 he increase was 
made 
despite many protests 
fear the slaughter of the main 
food 
fish for most species of 
ocean fish. 
We have a copy of the O re­ 
gon State Game Com m ission 
Bulletin which has many inter­ 
esting facts. One of which, at the 
tim e, was appealing stated that 
senior citizens age 70 and over, 
get a free hunting or fishing lic­ 
ense. This, however, was tem ­ 
pered when the "fine p rin t’’ 
spelled out the fact that five 
years residency in the state is 
required to qualify. The holder 
of a senior citizen ’s license 
still is required to pay the regu­ 
lar fees for deer, elk, antelope 
and salmon. 
The sam e rei>ort went on to 
state record counts of anadro- 
mous fish on the Rogue and 
North Umpqua riv ers had been 
made. The spring chinook count 
of 01,233 over Golden Ray Dam 
on the Rogue was the highest 
ever recorded, The sum m er 
steelhead count of 5,672 was 
the highest since 1943 while a 
total of 20,777 spring chinook 
passed over W inchester Dam on 
the North Umpqua, m ore than 
9,000 above the previous rec­ 
ord set in 1965. All in all, 
fishing in Oregon looks like it 
is going to be good this com­ 
ing year.

Poet MacLeish evaluates place 
of football in today s world 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: Archibald 
MacLeish is one of America’s 
leading poets. But he also was a 
football player. Football, it is 
becoming increasingly evident, 
is the game of our times and, 
at the age of 78, MacLeish 
took time out to ponder its sig­ 
nificance. At k Football Foun­ 
dation gathering, he delivered a 
profound evaluation of football’s 
place in our society. This is a 
digest of his remarks which 
we 
feel are 
significant 
and 
should be shared by all sports 
fans.

By ARCHIBALD MacLEISH 
NEW YORK - (NEA) - I t is 
historically true that I played 
football at Yale. It is historic­ 
ally true that I won my fresh­ 
man numerals. It is even his­ 
torically true that I won my Y 
— as an all - purpose, all - 
position substitute on a series 
of Yale teams which never beat 
Harvard. 
I have only one glorious mem­ 
ory of those four years and its 
setting is not Soldiers’ Field in 
Cambridge but the bar of the 
long - vanished T remont Hotel 
in Boston. We — we being the 
Yale freshman team of the fall 
of 1911 — had just held the best 
Harvard 
freshman 
team in a 
generation (Brickley, Bradlee, 
Hardwick, Coolidge, Logan) to a 
nothing - nothing tie in a down­ 
pour of helpful rain and we were 
relaxing, 
not without noise, 
when the coach of that famous 
Harvard 
freshman 
team ap­ 
proached us, looked us over, 
focused (he had had a drink or 
two himself) on me and an­ 
nounced in the voice of an indig­ 


nant beagle sighting a fox that 
I was, 
without question, the 
dirtiest little sonofabitch of a 
center ever to visit Cambridge, 
Mass. It was heady praise. But, 
unhappily, I didn’t deserve that 
honor either: I was little but 
not that little. 
Think what it meant to be a 
freshman at Yale in the blue- 
sweater era of the early 1900s 
was already encountering sus­ 
picious 
glances because the 
Yale Literary magazine was 
publishing his poems — think 
what it meant to his self - re­ 
spect to be singled out by a 
Harvard football coach in a pub­ 
lic bar as the dirtiest little so- 
and-so in Cambridge — of all 
places! 
This game can not only turn 
poets into so-and-sos: it can 
turn them (which is not neces­ 
sarily the same thing) into as­ 
sistant secretaries of state. It 
has, indeed, on one recorded 
occasion, done so. During the 
Second World War my nomina­ 
tion to that office was before 
the Senate Committee on For­ 
eign Relations, on the motion of 
President Roosevelt, and I was 
there with 
it to be questioned 
in the usual way. At the end of 
a long day devoted to my views 
on Franco and De Gaulle and 
Chiang Kai-shek and Col. Mc­ 
Cormick of the Chicago Tribune 
(whose views on me were public 
knowledge^ 
the 
session was 
about, or so I hoped, to adjourn 
when Bennett Champ Clark of 
Missouri

small book in his hand which 
had, to me, an uncomfortably 
familiar 
look.

he wish to be heard? Well, yes, 
he did, now that the chairman 
mentioned it. He wished to ask 
Mr. MacLeish a question.

Worse still, it was a 
poem by me. Worse even than 
that, it was a poem by me on 
the subject of love — and the 
senator from Missouri, reading 
with what the Supreme Court

“all deliberate 
speed,” allowed that fact to 
soak in. When he had finished 
he glanced sardonically in my 
direction, turned to the chair­ 
man 
and 
announced that he 
would 
be interested to know 
whether Mr. MacLeish regard­ 
ed the assistant secretary of 
state of the United States of 
America at the crucial point of a 
World War! 
I could think of no wholly re­ 
sponsive 
answer 
and there 
might well have been a long and 
awkward 
pause punctuated by 
the snickers of the press had it 
not 
been 
for the astonishing 
memory and brilliant sense of 
total 
irrelevance 
of 
Happy 
Chandler of Kentucky. “ Mr. 
Chairman,” said Sen. Chand­ 
ler, “I also have a question 
for Mr. MacLeish if the sena­ 
tor will yield. I should like to 
ask him if he did not play foot­ 
ball at Yale.” The room relax­ 
ed. The press stopped snicker­ 
ing. The chairman rose. And 
that, so far as I 
am aware, 
was all the answer Bennett 
Champ Clark of Missouri ever 
got. 
What is there about the game 
of football — about the mere fact 
of having played the game of 
football — which permitted that 
Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations to adjourn in peace? 
What guarantee does football 
offer that a man who has play­ 
ed the game, whatever else he 
may do or be, will at least act 
as though he were human? 
There are some things in life 
which have a poignance which 
does not belong so much to them 
as to the human circumstances 
which surround them — to the 
fact that they are common hu­ 
man experiences —experiences 
in common. 
War is one. No decent man 
ever 
fought a war without 
hating it. But, at the same 
time, no decent man ever lived 
through the fighting of a war 
who did not remember, all his 
life long, the deep, almost in­ 
explicable, satisfaction of the 
common struggle, the common 
risk. 
Now football, of course, is 
far from war — modern war in 
any case. But its poignance is 
that same poignance. In football 
as in war, it is true, as a 
poem I wrote puts it, that: 
The brotherhood is not by the 
blood certainly, 
but netiher are men brothers 
by speech, by saying so: 
Men are brothers by life lived 
and are hurt for it. 
We have played this magnifi­ 
cent, wild, extravagent, difficult 
and often dangerous game. We 
know the feel of it, the desper­ 
ate excitement, the triumph, the 
despair — above all the sense 
of those others with us who know 
it also — feel it as we feel it. 
It is this which gives the game 
its power over our memories 
and minds — a power which 


those who have never played 
find inexplicable—even incredi­ 
ble. 
And it is this, too, which 
gives the game something more 
than its power over us —which 
gives it its potential import­ 
ance in our troubled society and 
particularly in that part of our 
society where the troubles are 
the troubles of the young. For 
one of the deepest troubles of 
the young in the world we live 
in is precisely the loss, the lack, 
of that sense of common under­ 
taking, common risk —the loss, 
the lack, of the deep delight of 
the common labor. 
Unlike a great many of my 
aging contemporaries I have the 
greatest 
admiration for this 
generation of new Americans. 
They care deeply about the 
world, 
about 
mankind. They 
have profound, if not always 
articulate, misgivings about the 
direction human life on this 
planet, including American life, 
is taking. They are, to borrow 
that wonderful old Quaker verb, 
“concerned.” They have hope. 
They have convictions. But all 
this is undercut and somehow 
crippled by a curious mood, a 
sense of loneliness, even of 
helolessness — of isolation — 
“ .lieiuition” is the fashiona­ 
ble cliche for it. 
I am not so fatuous as to 
suppose that a college game — 
or what used to be a college 
game 
before it 
became 
the 
greatest of TV spectaculars — 
can change the mood of a trou­ 
bled generation. But neither am 
I able to forget that that same 
mood of isolation and loneli­ 
ness existed in our youth also 
and that many in our genera­ 
tion found in football that pre­ 
cise sense of participation, of 
common labor, which has chang­ 
ed the lives of many in this 
room — a sense which nothing 
— not even time itself — not 
even 57 years of time — can 
take away. 
Though not every man can 
play football, or wouldwanttoif 
he could, the potential power of 
the game may still be greater 
than the inexperienced would 
suppose. To keep a human un­ 
derstanding alive, to teach a 
human lesson, not every man 
needs to learn it at first hand. 
As long as the experience per­ 
sists — as it persists here — 
the idea will survive. And it is 
the survival of the idea which 
counts.

Martin Ransohoff sits in his 
handsome office, wearing a 
s p o r t s shirt and talking 
about the end of an era. 
“The c o n c r e t e age is 
over,” he says. 
He’s talking about the age 
of the studio, of a building 
and 
a 
conglomeration 
of 
machinery a n d equipment. 
He says that for all these 
years Hollywood movie-mak­ 
ing has been a slave to the 
concrete of the studio. 
“ I’m sick of it,” he says. 
“ I’m not going to shoot in a 
studio any more, unless it 
makes sense to do it.” 
As one of Hollywood’s most 
successful independent pro­ 
ducers. what Ransohoff says 
is important And he speaks 
from bitter experience about 
what shooting in a studio can 
mean to an independent 


“The studio is a self-per­ 
petuating dynasty,” he says 
“All along, an independent 
had to go to a studio to 
shoot, because 
the 
studio 
had certain things he needed 
“ But it was like an ele­ 
phant. 
M a y b e you only 
needed a trunk, but you had 
to take the whole elephant 
Studios are the same way— 
you have to take all the 
parts. Who wants an ele­ 
phant anyhow0 W h a t we 
need today is maximum flex­ 
ibility, not elephants ” 


He talks about some of his 
current projects. He’s just 
finishing “T h e Moonshine 
War,” which was done in 
conjunction with MGM 
He 
says he should have done it 
all on location m the south, 
but because of the studio 
affiliation, he only did eight 
out of 11 weeks on location. 


The studio insisted that he 
use their backlot for three 
weeks. This enables them to 
utilize some of the people 
and equipment who would 
otherwise be costing money 
without producing anything.

WASHINGTON — ( NE A) 
— As he begins his second 
year, President Richard M. 
Nixon thinks his key people 
may be getting a bit giddy 
over his present high estate 
in the country. 
So, with what his aides 
label his characteristic fore­ 
sight, he is going about coun­ 
seling them against eupho­ 
ria and forecasting harder 
times in 1970 and beyond. 
Fresh polls which indicate 
continuing big support, espe­ 
cially for his staged combat 
troop withdrawal from Viet­ 
nam, help sustain the spell. 
It is not even broken when 
a seasoned old D e m o c r a t 
says: 
‘ It’s hard not to have a 
good first year." 
Certainly it is even less im­ 
periled by the new left, the 
arch liberal intellectuals, the 
young and the black who 
trumpet that Nixon is a kind 
ol 
isolation-booth 
Lyndon 
Johnson who has not done a 
single new thing. 
The hard-nosed types do 
not buy this line at all. They 
argue, indeed, that at least 
for a time he has thoroughly 


routed his more militant op­ 
ponents and has them badly 
confused. 
Says 
a 
veteran 
Washington political expert: 
“The intellectuals’ efforts 
to overturn the 1968 election 
results have been met and 
defeated.” 
The pivot of the Presi­ 
dent’s year was his Nov. 3 
speech to the nation on Viet­ 
nam. wherein he summoned

majority” 
of 
Americans to his side. 
If they were not already 
there, they came. The im­

Washington was tinged with 
just enough fringe violence 
to hurt it. Millions weary of 
demonstrations made Nixon 
its biggest beneficiary even 
as its organizers hailed it 
and waited for him to bow to 
their call for instant peace. 
He never had any thought 
of doing so. Aides say his 
earlier press conference re­ 
mark saying he would not be 
affected by the protests was

but 
calculated.

same can be said of the ab­ 
sence of warm appeals to the 
peace groups in his Nov. 3 
speech. 
“ He chose not to take any 
ot the 25 or more varieties of 
olive branch we suggested to 


him.” says one helper. “ He 
knew anything he did for 
them would be the lead in 
that story and he did not 
want that.” 
The October-November as­ 
sault on the President, the 
first and only really major 
oppostion offensive of 1969. 
failed (or many reasons. 
To begin, his troop with­ 
drawals are real and so are 
the prospects for more in 
1970. 
Disengagement 
from 
the war is a fact. 
And Vietnam is far from 
the whole of it. 
Politicans of both parties, 
detached observers and at 
least a few scholars, all have 
some conviction that he has 
made the nation seem a little 
more 
governable, 
that 
in 
spite of rising crime and 
much school violence he has 
“quieted the scene.” 
Though his critics detest 
Vice President Spiro Agnew 
for his attacks on the media 
and on dissenters, the real­ 
ists agree Nixon has found a 
way to use his controversial 
back-up man effectively.

My b a s i c assignment in 
most areas was a special 
marketing problem from a 
client or the need to have 
personal contact with a local 
faculty adviser. After com­ 
pleting the formal project 
and having this opportunity 
to talk informally under re­ 
laxed conditions to t h e s e 
young people. I probed in a 
rather direct manner about 
their use of drugs. I wanted 
some feeling for the magni-

tude of their use rather than 
an emphasis on social atti­ 
tudes and parental concerns. 
Among 
the college 
stu­ 
dents to whom I talked, ev­ 
eryone, 
without exception, 
has tried “ pot.” Many were 
presently using it; some had 
tried it and may or may not 
have returned to it. Pot was 
readily available to the col­ 
lege students and there was 
no reluctance about using it. 
A fairly strong feeling ex­ 
isted that “ pot” would be 
legalized in the near future. 
These students viewed it as 
a very acceptable, respecta­ 
ble drug. The “ expertise" of 
the college student came out 
strongly in discussing the 
price of these items (pot and 
hash). 
Very few of the students 
said they were using “ acid” 
(LSD) or had even tried it. 
The main reason was that 
they were afraid of its im­ 
mediate effects and were ex­ 
tremely reluctant to accept 
its long-range recurrences. 
I was rather encouraged to 
have seen a sensible and 
cautious attitude expressed 
after the rather free and 
easy attitude towards m ari­ 
juana. 
The most disturbing obser­ 
vation to come out of these 
discussions was that virtu­ 
ally every young man or 
woman had a “close friend” 
who is on the serious stuff 
(heroin or the likes). They 
are affected in their ability 
to perform school work or 
a job. Being a market re­ 
searcher, one can’t help but 
think of what is commonly 
called the “ projective tech­ 
nique.” Were some of these 
young people really talking 
about themselves? 
The observations in high 
school with relation to drugs 
were not terribly different 


than on college campuses 
There was, however, a great­ 
er reluctance to talk freely. 
The availability of pot was 
very similar, but acid and 
other hard stuff seemed a 
little more remote. Far few 
er “close friends” were af­ 
fected. 
I do not offer these com­ 
ments as statistics. They are 
observations. Many compe­ 
tent psychiatrists, psycholo­ 
gists. educators and clergy­ 
men have made observations 
on the youth of today. Most 
are rem arks based on limit­ 
ed discussions in a few* geo­ 
graphic regions My observa­ 
tions lacked their profession­ 
al specialty, but I believe 
they are strongly compen­ 
sated for by the wide cover 
age 
There is a strong feeling 
among today's youth that 
mass media distorts then 
i m a g e by reporting and 
emphasizing the spectacular 
at the expense of ignoring 
the average. 
My observa­ 
tions are. I believe, closer, 
fearfully closer, to the aver­ 
age than to the exception I 
have no solution. I don’t even 
have suggestions, but 1 do 
hope that we all sincerely 
recognize this situation

Would he want to recruit any 
of consumer advocate Haljih 
Nader’s Raiders, the crew of 
young law school students who 
have studied and criticized the 
FTC and many other govern­ 
ment agencies? 
“ I might very well,” Wein­ 
berger said. “ I want quality, 
interest, loyalty and 
entliu- 
siasm.” 
He stressed “ loyalty” be­ 
cause “ a lot of efforts could be 
sabotaged and destroyed” witle 
out it. 
Morale has been low within 
the FTC for some time under 
the criticism ilirected at former 
Chairman Paul Rand Dixon, a

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Coastline park sought 
by Senate candidate 


Rep. John V. Tunney this 
week proposed that Congress 
create a California Coastline 
National Park to preserve and 
enhance the small amount of 
beachfront suitable for public 
recreation. 
Tunney’s proposal would in­ 
clude the coastal portions of the 
United States Marine Corps 
Base at Camp Pendleton, the 
Channel Islands, the ocean fron­ 
tage of ^andenberg Air Force 
Base, the Los Padres Nation­ 
al Forest along the Big Surf 
coast, and the Point Reyes Na­ 
tional Seashore. 


In remarks prepared for a 
press conference here, Tunney 
said, “ the purpose of this park 
will be to protect the public 
interest in the scenic, biologi­ 
cal, recreational and economic 
values of California’s ocean 
front.” 
“ The park would not stop at 
the water’s edge. 
Seaward 
areas including submerged land 
reefs and islands would be pro­ 
tected,” he added. “ In the 


future, other portions of the 
ocean front should be added by 
purchase, 
donation 
and by 
scenic or 
recreational ease­ 
ments.” 
Tunney, a candidate for the 
U.S. Senate, made his proposal 
as part of his announced tour of 
California 
environmental 
trouble spots. 
He said his 
proposal stems from the reali­ 
zation that only 90 miles of 
the 1051 miles of publicly own­ 
ed coastline is now available 
for swimming. “ And even that 
small amount is threatened by 
commercial 
encroachment 
blocking 
public 
access,” he 
said. 
Tunney’s plan included a pro­ 
posal for a concept of land 
management which can ulti­ 
mately protect the entire Cali­ 
fornia coastline by setting stan­ 
dards to insure public access, 
preserve scenic beauty and pro­ 
tect marine and wild life. 
Tunney, a member of the 
House Interior Committee, said 
he would introduce his propos­ 
al into the Congress.

Ronald 
Reagan has been in office three 
years and soon is expected to 
announce 
his 
candidacy for 
another term. In this interview 
with 
UPI 
he tells of his 
disappointments and pleasures 
as California’s 33rd governor.)

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan says his biggest 
disappointment a f t e r three 
years in office is his failure to 
control the soaring cost of 
welfare. 
He regards as his greatest 
accomplishment the stunting of 
the growth of state govern­ 
ment. 
He also points with pride to 
steps his administration has 
taken 
in the 
environmental 
field, and to the way citizens 
have 
“ rallied around their 
neighbors” in times of crisis. 
The 
man 
who 
contested 
Richard Nixon for the Republi­ 
can Presidential nomination in 
1968 still thinks of himself as a 
“ citizen politician” -a phrase 
he 
coined 
in 
1966 
while 
defeating former Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown by nearly 1 million 
votes. 
“ This isn’t a pose,” he says. 
“ I ’ve been a citizen a lot longer 
than I ’ve been in a government 
job. And I find that it’s just 
impossible for me to think in 
any way but from the angle I 
thought all my life before I got 
here.” 
The former actor, who in 
March is expected to announce 
his candidacy for a second four- 
year term, still looks about the 
same as he did when he first 
arrived in Sacramento three 
years ago. 
Although he’ll be 59 on Feb. 
6, Reagan’s hair is thick, wavy 
and brown with no trace of 
gray; his face a bit more lined 
but still handsome and normal­ 
ly tanned; his shoulders broad 
and his belly flat. 
Wearing 
brown 
boots, 
a 
narrow 
striped 
tie, 
white 
buttondown shirt and conserva­ 


tive tan sport coat, California’s 
33rd governor sat behind his 
desk on the ground floor of the 
State Capitol and talked with 
UPI about the frustrations and 
pleasures of his $44,100 per 
year job. 
His biggest disappointment, 
he said, has been his failure “ to 
get the whole welfare picture 
under control.” 
Welfare costs, he said, are 
increasing three times as fast 
as state revenues “ and there is 
just no way this can go on.” 
When Reagan took office in 
January 
1967 
the 
cost 
of 
welfare in California -includ­ 
ing state, federal and local 
contributions —was $1 billion. 
Now it’s up to $1.5 billion, not 
including Medi-Cal. 


And 
although Reagan de­ 
clared in 1967 that “ we intend 
to weed out the cheats,” an 
administration task force re­ 
ported last week that chiselers 
in the needy families program 
are billing taxpayers out of $59 
million a year. 
Reagan said he hopes his new 
Department of Human Resour­ 
ces Development can get a 
handle on the situation. 
But 
he 
said the overall 
problem “ stems from lack of a 
goal at the national level . . . 
Someway we must embark on a 
program in which welfare sets 
out to eliminate the need for its 
existence.” 
In 
Reagan’s 
opinion, 
the 
“ key” to the Nixon administra­ 
tion’s welfare reform proposal 
—called “ the family assistance 
program” —is a requirement 
that all able-bodied men work. 
But 
Reagan 
fears 
welfare 
bureaucrats will 
“ no 
more 
enforce this than some of the 
present rules.” 
His biggest accomplishment, 
the Republican governor said, 
has been “ the efficiencies and 
economies and the halting of 
that continued rise in the size 
of state government... 
“ When people really begin to 
understand how much has been 
accomplished I think they will 
be 
surprised. 
I ’m a little 
surprised myself.” 
There now are roughly 115,400 
state employes, not including 
University of California and 
state college personnel. Rea­ 
gan’s staff says that if state 
government had continued to 
grow at the rate it did under 
former 
Gov. 
Edmund 
G. 
Brown, there currently would 
be 130,000 state employes. As it 
is, there are only 500 more 
workers now than there were 
when Reagan first came to 
office. 
Reagan also said he is proud 
of the “ progress” his adminis­ 
tration has made in the “ field 
of environment.” As specific 
examples, he cited “ the moder­ 
nization” of state parks, use of 
private enterprise to develop 
public recreation areas, and 
computerized camping resgis- 
trations. 
“ I get a little irked, ” he said, 
“ when I hear this blanket 
indictment 
t h a t everybody 
who’s talking environment is a 
‘Johnny come lately' who just 
caught this out of the air 
someplace as an issueandsaid, 
‘Oh goodie, let's grab onto that. 
It isn’t true. We were on the 
course from the beginning. ” 
In addition, Reagan said he 
has “ great pride” in citizens

that

He cited last year’s floods, 
when “ the people of California 
rallied around their neighbors, 
young and old.” He also pointed 
to the Auburn r aJr, which lost 
its state subsiuies and was 
“ virtually on the verge of 
closing, but suddenly the people 
began to show up. It became a 
people’s fair and more success­ 
ful than ever.” 
There has been recent talk of 
a 
“ new Reagan” -one who 
communicates better with legis­ 
lators and college students. At 
the beginning of his administra­ 
tion, the governor was privately 
criticized, particularly by leg­ 
islators, for allegedly ignoring 
them. 
“ It comes down to the fact,” 
he said, “ that when you are 
new to the job you’re finding 
your way. And we just had 
trouble finding the way.” 
Now he blocks out a set 
number of hours each week to 
spend with legislative leaders 
and adheres to the schedule 
rigidly. 
His staff estimates 
more than half the governor’s 
office 
time 
is 
spent with 
lawmakers. 
“ I don’t know why we didn’t 
think of it earlier,” Reagan 
said.

Reagan’s key legislative pro­ 
grams, including tax reform, 
will be fought side-by-side this 
session with Republican lead­ 
ers.

“ There was a period when 
the violence 
really was so 
rampant,” he said, “ that I 
couldn’t go onto the campuses 
without starting a riot.”

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Appropriate tribute 


The retirement at the end of this month of Roger J. Tray- 
nor, Chief Justice of California, will be that only in the sense 
of his notable career. The internationally known jurist intends 
to keep busy. 


As visiting James Monroe Professor of Law at the Uni­ 
versity of Virginia, Chief Justice Traynorwill resume an aca­ 
demic career that brought him many honors. As chairman of the 
recently formed American Bar Association Special Committee 
on Standards of Judicial Conduct he will be accelerating his long 
standing efforts in the cause of American jurisprudence. 
In 1968 the Chief Justice lent his prestige and full support

to the campaign of his fellow members of the legal profes­ 
sion and many other Californians who were seeking passage of 
legislation that would take politics out of judicial appointment, 
and provide a sounder method of quality selection. 
Speaking of the California Judicial Merit Plan, Justice 
Traynor said at that time, “ California has had a high quality 
judiciary, but this has been in spite of the patronage system, 
not because of it; and we should not crowd our luck.” 
An appropriate tribute to the Chief Justice would be a renew­ 
ed effort to bring to realization his hopes for assuring a per­ 
manent high standard in judicial performance for California, 
through public approval of the Merit Plan he supported. 


Shun public life 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Some years back a number of us spent 
more than a year to find an able, honest 
man to run for our local county board of 
supervisors. 
Our schools were in very bad shape and 
getting worse. Our 
local science cours­ 
es were ofsuch a cal­ 
iber that an unusual­ 
ly high number of our 
W 
high school gradu- 
^ 
^ 
ates failed their col­ 
lege and physics and 
chemistry 
courses 
or barely managed to 
^ 
get by. Other govern- 
^ 
ment activities were 
equally bad. 
We found a man. some had watched 
him for years. This reporter has nev­ 
er known a more honest human being. 
He was highly respected in his pro­ 
fession, community and church. After 
we found the man, it took six months 
to persuade him to run. (He finally con­ 
sented one liour before the filing dead­ 
line.) For him this was a major sacri­ 
fice. 
But he did run and he was elected 
(by 43 votes). He eventually became 
chairman of his board of supervisors and 
chairman of a major metropolitan area 
intergovernmental group. He became an 
important voice in state and national 
meetings on certain phases of local 
government. 
Then one day a U.S. Department of 
Justice attorney accused him of taking 
a bribe, allegedly for voting to rezone 
a piece of property in a way that would 
bring considerable profit to a group of 
men. 
The case went on for some t i m e . 
This manwithdrew from politics, devoted 
less time to his business. Of neces­ 
sity, he had to spend more of his energy 
on this bribery accusation (for defending 
yourself against a bribery charge, it 
turns out, is quite a task even when 
you are innocent). 
But the matter, of course, finally did 
come to trial. The federal attorney pre­ 
sented his case. The defense witnesses 
were never called. The judge threw 
the case out of court and harshly casti­ 
gated the federal prosecutor. 


For, as the trial evidence disclosed, 
the man had not voted for 
the rezon­ 
ing after all. 
The 
federal investigator and his fel­ 
low attorneys had not bothered to read 
the record. 
With the court’s decision, technically, 
the defendant’s name had been cleared. 
But it hasn’t been. 
His business failed (in part because 
of the hours spent preparing his defense, 
but in great measure because he found 


customers 
more reluctant to entrust 
their business to his hands). 
We complain at times about our city 
and county governments. We deplore the 
growth of crime, corruption and pollu­ 
tion and the decline of our schools. 


But perhaps we ourselves are to blame. 
Obviously, there cannot be good govern­ 
ment unless there are good people in 
government. Good people are reluctant 
to run; we make the price too high.

ber of youngsters availing themselves 
of the new equipment. 
However, an older element was also 
present who, in our opinion, spoiled the 
fun and laughter of the younger set. On 
the new twisting slide, three or four 
boys in their early teens were making 
it completely miserable for the young 
ones trying to get the enjoyment the slide 
offers. They would block the slide half­ 
way down. They would plow into small­ 
er youngsters, laughing all the way as if 
it were fun to smack a little kid in 
the back with big Ixx^s. 
We fast became the ogre of the park 
as we took it upon ourself to police tlie 
slide. 
In Floresta Park, the city recently 
installed a “ fun house’’ where the inside

of the house rolls and the kids tumble. 
It is supposed to be good, clean fun. 
In our visit to this park, we found 
the “ fun house’’ completely taken over 
by a larger set of teen-agers — 16, 17 
or 18 years of age. The sm aller young­ 
sters wouldn’t dare go into the “ fun 
house” for their enjoyment — they would 
have been killed with the speed the older 
youths made the inside turn. 
We have heard, and reported, inci­ 
dents of the older youngsters using the 
small spring rides in Ryon Park as 
some sort of ma.ssive slingshot wliere 
they place books, or any other object 
on the spring, pull back and let fly. 
Park officials will tell you that several 
of the spring rides have been put out of 
commission by these actions. 
We’re not sure what the solution to 
this problem is. Constant policing of the 
parks is Indeed expensive. But perhaps, 
sporadic policing might help. Another 
suggestion might be requesting the Key 
Club or some other 
responsible youth 
organization to take turns monitoring 
the park equipment for the youngsters, 
especially at peak use times. 
The ultimate answer, of course, lies 
in the minds of those teen-agers re­ 
sponsible.

WASHINGTON - The unnerving tick, 
tick, tick comes from the time bomb 
of the congressional elections meaning 
a campaign for 35 members of the 
Senate and all the 435 members of 
the House running through the year. 
These off - year elections that beflid- 
dle almost every issue are a curse that 
conscientious men over the years have 
tried without success to remove. 
As Coneress returns with the old 
familiar 
faces, it 
is a statistical cer­ 
tainty that some of 
those familiar fac­ 
es will not be with 
us in 1971. Of the 
35 seats in the Sen­ 
ate 25 are Demo­ 
crats, 10 Republic­ 
ans. 
Granted that the 
Republicans hold all 
of their own, and this 
is improbable, the loss of only seven 
Democratic seats would mean a 50-50 
split. Under the Senate rules Vice-Presi­ 
dent Agnew would break the tie, and the 
Republicans would have control with all 
that this means in the power of commit­ 
tee chairmanshps and the prestige of 
running Ню ship. 
With this as the goal the Republicans, 
with plans laid long since and money 
overflowing the coffers, are zeroing in 
on a list of Democrats rated most vul­ 
nerable. The unenviable honor of heading 
that list is shared by two southerners. 
Whether Albert Gore of Tennessee or 
Ralph Yarborough of Texas is No. 1 is 
immaterial, since they both stand in the 
same jeopardy in a south turned increas­ 
ingly conservative. 
Each state — Tennessee and Texas — 
now has one Republican senator. Tо add 
another would be a big step toward con- 
solidatmg the southern strategy for 1972. 
President Nixon lost Texas in 1968 by 
a squeak margin of 40,000 votes, with 
George Wallace getting nearly 600,000. 
Mr. Nixon carried Tennessee with 476,- 
232 votes to 350,041 for Hubert Humph­ 
rey while Wallace got a whopping 421,- 
000. That is the election arithmetic, 
making it imperative in the Republican 
strategy to convert the Wallace voters 
and prevent a conservative split in ’72 
which would make it possible for a 
moderate-to-liberal Democrat to slide in 
as a minority President. 
Both Yarborough and Gore are in the 
populist tradition of the old south that 
began to come into its own with the 
New 
Deal spending of the ‘thirties. In 
Texas a Republican candidate for the 
Yarborough seat has already announced. 
George H. W. Bush, serving his second 
term in the House from Houston, is the 
epitome of the new south. Settling in Tex­ 
as after serving in the Navy in World 
War П, Bush, who came from Connecti­ 
cut, the son of former Sen. Prescott 
Bush, moved up rapidly in oil. 
He is the ideal image candidate — 
smooth, outgoing, looking younger than 
his 45 years, a business success, no 
hidebound conservative and yet never 
stepping so far over the line as to 
scare the big money. His advertising 
campaign when he first ran in 1966 in a 
district that had never been carried by a 
Republican was handled by Harry Trelea- 
ven out of the J. Walter Thomp.son Ad­ 
vertising Agency. T releaven, who in 1968 
directed the Nixon television campaign, 
looked Bush over and found him “ highly 
promotable” — a product like Ford 
cars or a popular brand of cigarettes. 
In Tennessee the only announced Re­ 
publican candidate is another version of 
the 
new politics. The cowboy singer, 
Tex Ritter, whose residence is Nash­ 
ville, America’s 
folk music 
center, 
has teamed up with Claude Robertson, 
an announced candidate for governor. 
Robertson was Howard Baker’s campaign 
manager in Baker’s first successful 
run for the Senate in 1966, and the com­ 
bination could be formidable. 
Two Democrats from western states. 
Gale McGee of Wyoming and Frank Moss 
of Utah, are high, perliaps three and 
four, on the vulnerability scale. With 
a small number of voters in the moun­ 
tain states money pumped in from the 
outside goes a long way in what in the 
cynical political vocabulary are known as 
cheap seats. The swing in both Utah and 
Wyoming lias been to the conservative 
Republican side. 


In the east Sen. Harrison A. (Pete) 
Williams, Jr. of New Jersey is high on 
the list. A Republican member of the 
House, William T. Cahill, won the gov­ 
ernorship 
when the Democrats put up 
Robert Meyner, a fading refund. Indict­ 
ments of ofhceholders in and around New­ 
ark brought to light long - rumored 
scandals swept under the Democratic 
rug. In Connecticut Thomas J. Dodd, 
censured by the Senate, is No. 6. In 
Indiana a Republican swing puts Sen. 
Vance Hartke in jeopardy. 
The 
Republicans 
also 
have 
their 
vulnerables, conspicuously two newcom- 


ers, Ted Stevens of Alaska and Ralph 
T. Smith of Illinois. Adlai Stevenson 
III will oppose Smith. George Murphy of 
California has the handicap of age and 
illness, but with popular Gov. Ronald 
Reagan running for re-election he is a 
likely survivor. 
In the 1970 version of the game of 
musical chairs money for television 
time will be all - important. In that 
department the Republicans have an 
overwhelming advantage and they mean 
to make every use of it.
